T was in the autumn of 1949 that the spotlight of America’s religious 
“originally planned for three weeks and then stretching into cight weeks 
with a total attendance of 350,000 people, stirred America to the realization 
that a national revival was no longer a vague impossibility.

The story repeated itself in 1951, when in the course of campaigns 
held in such centres as Fort Worth, Shreveport, Memphis, Seattle, Holly- 
wood and Greenboro, over 30,000 people professed conversion. .And this 
year’s campaigns, including remarkable missions in Houston (Texas, 
ackson (Mississippi), Pittsburgh (Pennsylvania), and Albuquerque (New 
Mexico), have been marked, if anything, by even greater tokens of divine 
blessing.
